Since the tax base typically dictates the resources applied to public programs, the guidelines for successful
participation in the StormReady Program are based on population. Four population categories are used
for developing appropriate recognition guidelines related to weather disaster preparedness. The

* For cities or towns with less than 15,000 people, a 24-hour warning point and EOC are required.
However, another jurisdiction within the county may provide that resource. For smaller communities in
Alaska and Pacific Regions with less than 2,500 residents and no county agency to act as a 24 hour
warning point, the community must designate responsible persons who are able to receive warnings 24
hours per day and have the authority to activate local warning systems.
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
